SERMON BY LORD WILLIAM 
CECIL, '

Canon Lord William Cecil was the preacher 
at yesterday morning’s. Service in St. 
Bartholomew's Chutch, Dublin. His lord- 
ship’s text was, “ He hath scattered the proud 
in the imagination of their hearts.” Having 
spoken of ruined towns which he had visited 
on the Continent, he said that when he came 
to Dublin and saw a sight similar to what he 
had seen in France, he asked himself why 
was all this decimation, why was it that men 
could not live at peace and be happy? What 
was the need of destruction and war? There 
had been two common causes ofall our wars 
in the past, neither of whic 
to our present battles. W. 
by money and by religi 
not applicable in t 
Germany had never be 
1915 or at the beginni 
ligion—we knew how religio w 
there had been a great many wars of religion. 
But those wars of religion were past. ere 
was now no religious difhculty that forced war 
upon us. Where, then, lay the origin of these 
troubles? If you were cast by some magic 
force into the planet of Mars, how would you 
explain that the fruits of our age on the 
earth had resulted in this terrible struggle in 
tbe great majority of the leading countries of 
the Western civiliention? Some ple did 
not believe in original sin. He did not know 
whether there were many at the present time 
who continued in that foolish faith. Original 
sin was & very terrible and a great reality. 
So we must look for the cause of war in sin— 
the sin of pride. Germany had wanted to be 
the first nation upon the earth; she had de- 
spised the rights of all other nations. Some of 
her greatest thinkers—Nietzsche, for example— 
despised the humility of Christians; he said 
that their religion was the religion of slaves. 

There were societies for the extirpation of 
all sorts of vices; but who had ever heard of 
& society to abolish pride? If you were the 
founder of such a society, you would not have 
to take a very large room for your first meet- 
ing.

SOLDIER VOLUNTEERS IN 


TRINITY COLLEGE. 


In connection with the garrisohing and de- 
fence of Trinity College, a detailed description 
of which has already appeared in the /rish 
Times, te followin additional particulars 
have come to hand. On the day of the rising, 
eleven s diers, belonging to Colonial regi- 
ments, mostly Canadians, were staying over- 
night in the Soldiers’ Central Club, College 
street.

Each nation had some gift, to 
give to the great world which God had 
created, some gift which no other nation could 
give; and if the nations did not accept their 
positions, and try to do what they could, it 
could only result in confusion and disaster. 
Lastly, there was also a pride of civilisation, 
which you would find everywhere in the | 
Vestern civilisation. “This Western civilsa- | 
| tion of ours could make machines: it minis- | 
| tered to the pleasures and comforts of life. | 
There was in London an advertisement—a | 
picturé representative of the advantages of | 
Western civilisation; in the centre there was | 
a bottle of beer—a very true description of | 
| our civilisation.’ But our age was inferior to | 
| the ages that were past in hundréds of other | 
things. The ages that were past had con- | 
verted the world from heathenism to! 
Christianity; we had difficulty in maintaining | 
ours. The ages that were past had made art 
and artists; we could hardly imitate what 
they had done. The ages that were past had | 
risen to higher ideals and loftier aspiration 
than ours. jut God had scattered all the. 
imaginations of their hearts. The German 
Empire was brought down, and the Trish 
patriot had humiliated Ireland by the rebel. 
The Western civilisation had by its 
pride, by its very machines, injured itself: it 
had been reduced to a state of misery. Let 
us turn from all these thoughts of yainglory 
and pride, and ask God. Who had humbled
